AN OUTSIDE COMMENT, 


A sense of enlightenment has 
folind expression among the Chin- 
ese residents in Hong Kong during 
the debate last week on higher 
salarios to Government ofitetals, 
The three Chinese unofficial mem- 
bers in the Legislative Council 
Joined their British colleagues in 
opposing the vote for a larger aum 
to pay the Government servants on 
the ground’ that the present trade 
depression ‘did not justify now 
taxes, The Government in pro- 
Posing the measure argued that if 
the additional funds- could be 
secured by additional taxes—in- 
Crease of postage rates and addl- 
tional taxes on tobacco, gasoline and 
was very 
justification for'a raise which was 
admitted as due to the’ ‘clvil ser- 
vants. It was further pointed out 
that taxation in-Hong Kong was 
very low a3 compared with other 
Parts of the British Empire. Very 
naturally, the motion was passed 
in spite of the objection of the un- 
official members, because the Gov- 
ernment servants acted both as 
judge and plaintiff in their own 
cause, " 

The unofficial members constitute 
almost entirely of leading Chinese 
and foreign ‘merchants in Hong 
Kong,. hence they did not wish the 
community to bear more taxes go 
as to-raise the pay of the Govern: 
ment officals who are paid on the 
sterling basis, ‘The increase waa 
deemed necessary owing to the high: 
cost of living, but It was argued 
that since the sterling had a higher 
value In Hong Kong on account of 
the depreciation of the:silyer dollar, 
the officlals were amply compensat- 
ed by the favourable ‘rate of ex.

Far-reaching recommendations are contained in the report of 
the Committee, appointed by Mr. L, S. Amery in April, 1929, to con- 
sider the system of! appointment in the Colonial Office and the 


Colonial Services. . 


The most important suggestions mate are:— 
(1).--That a single Colonial Service should 


be created and that, 


within this larger whole, unified special services should be organised 
with the necessary degree of assimilation of the terms of service 
1 the separate Dependencies. Under the new system any Colonial

Mr, Braddell: Did the accused 
ever give you any tickets ‘In the

Case For The Defence.. 

Opening the case for the defence, 
Mr. Braddell submitted that no 
offence had been proved, and that 
it hag been clearly proved that the 
lottery was a private one. 

The Ordinance, as his honour was 
aware, was aimed not at, gaming, 
but at gaming in a common gaming 
house and at public lotteries. 


He' then read a passage from a} 


commentary on the. Ordinance cn 
extract of which is as follows: .' 
“The Ordinance was almed not at 
gaming but at-faming in a common 
gaming house and at public lotteries. 
Quoting from his Commentary Mr, 
Braddell read: As there seems to 
be a tendency to regard gaming, 
lotteries, and betting as mattera 
repugnant per se to the law, it 
will be as well to see’ how the 
Common Law regards them. Gam- 
ing, by playing at cards, dice or any 
other. games, when practised with- 
out fraud and as a recreation, is not 


Jan offence’ at Common.Law. So, 


too, all wagers not against the prin- 
ciples of morality, public decency, 
or sound: policy were held 
good at“Common Law. Lastly, lot- 
terles at common law are prefectly 
legal. Therefore gaming, batting 
and lotteries ure not mala por se, 
and it will be seen that the first 
and tho last only are'mala prohibita 
in this Colony; betting is legal. 
These facts are important to be 
borne in mind for, os the Common 
Gaming House Ordinance 13 the 
one which causes these things, legal 
in themselves, to be . fllegal, it is 
necessary to see that the Ordinance 
is kept well within its four walls 
and not extended under any mis- 
taken idea that the mischiefs 
against which it is aimed are such 
as are repugnant. generally to the 
law and not. specially to this parti- 
{cular law,” .

The four-speed internal-geared 
transmission has been with us now 
for over two years, and in the 
hands of many thousands of owner- 
drive all the world over but from 
the questions asked,daily, it Is 
evident that many engineers and 
still more, the. general driving 
public, do not fully understand the 
advantages of the four’ speed 
transmission, :
